tom, a terrific explosion occurred un- j 
d erneath the station platform, on and j 
near which twenty-six m« n were g ath ­ 
er«!. 
The platform was blown I n t o ! 
splinters, the station was wrecked and i 
a hole tw enty feet in circum ference j 
and about as m any feet in depth was 
torn in m e ground. 
F ragm ents of bod­ 
ies were hurled through space for sev­ 
eral 
hundred 
feet 
and 
later 
w ere 
picked up still quivering. 
Some of the bodies dropped Into th e 
pit m ade by the explosion, but heads, 
hands, ears, legs, arm s and tru n k s 
w ere strew n about on all s ’ ies.

A special 
train was sent from Cripple Creek car- j 
r \in g physicians, nurses, officers and I 
many others, but when It reached In d e -!

mangled bodies of ,be dead, pieced to- i 
getfacr as w* 11 as possible, were re ­ 
moved to the coroner's office. 
The infernal m achine with which 
th e diabolical work was don* consist­ 
ed of a quantity of dynamite, estim at­ 
ed at 100 to 200 pounds, a loaded re­ 
volver and a long slender steei wire j 
attached to the trigg rr. 
The revolver j 
was fastened so th a t the pulling of the j 
trigger would not draw it away. 
The ; 
wire ran from under the station to the | 
cribbing of the Delmonieo property, ! 
about 400 fe^t away, where its end was 
fastened to a rung of a chair. 
The 
dynam ite was placed close to the mux- j 
tie of the revolver, which was dis­ 
charged by pulling the wire when the 
engineer blew his whistle. 
The ball 
from th e revolver exploded the d y n a­ 
mite. 
A man was seen running down the 
hill from the 
Delmonieo after the 
explosion. 
The Victor troops, who 
were ordered out by Mayor French, I 
w ere so stationed as to keep people 
from passing over th e path tak en by 
this man, and blood-hounds were sent 
from Canyon City and Trinidad for the 
purpose of trailing the assassin.

This is accepted generally as a good 
law and one ihat should be obeyed 
willingly. 
But if it is not it should 
be enforced by the proper authorities 
Public thoroughfares should never be

During the past decade of Repub­ 
lican control in the General Assembly 
nearly all the modern labor legislation 
now on the statute books of Indiana 
has been enacted. During the General 
Assent My of 1895, when for the first 
time in many years the Republican 
party assumed responsibility for legis­ 
lation In Indiana, the law compelling 
streetcar companies to equip their 
cars with vestibules for the protection 
of employes was enacted. 
This was 
only a starter. 
In 1897 the factory inspection and 
child labor laws, with its companion, 
the one creating the Labor Commis­ 
sion, received the signature of Gover­ 
nor James A. Mount. These two meas­ 
ures have almost revolutionized condi­ 
tions in factories, the former looking 
after the health, comfort and bodily 
welfare of employes, the banishment 
of children under fourteen from fac­ 
tories and mercantile establishments, 
shortening the hours of labor for thi^m. 
preventing the working of women at 
night, and in numerous other ways 
looking after their welfare.
